HEALTH 
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Neuralgia. 


Neuralgia is essentially the cry 
of the nerves for something that is 
deficient in the blood. For this 
reason what will cure one person of 
néuralgia will prove of no use for 
another sufferer. The body is & 
whole network of nerves, which 
cover the whole surface, and neu- 
ralgia is really a ‘‘piercing pain”’ 
in one or more of these. It may 
effect several of these, or follow a 
well-defined course along a main 
nerve. Neuralgia may be caused 
by bad teeth, and though these are 
often accused as being the primary 
cause of the attack, it is really that 
the decayed teeth have exposed a 
nerve, and the neuralgia at once 
flies to the weakest spot. Ohill, 
especially in a gouty subject, will 
produce intense neuralgia, while 
an inflamed nerve may also give 
dreadful pain. While endeavoring 
to check the neuralgia everything 
should be done to give the neces- 
sary strength and tone to both 
blood and nerves. As a rule neural-

Colic. 

The word colic is often used to 
describe any severe pain in the ab- 
domen, but it is of course true that 
pain in that region has many 
causes; it may come from a green 
apple unwisely eaten, and it may 
indicate a ‘serious peritonitis. 

Simple colic is proper name 
for the cramp-like contractions 
that are brought about by local ‘r- 
ritation or by poisoning. The irrl- 
tation may be caused py some sub- 
stance that will. not yield to the |

digestive processes, and that re- 


mains in the digestive tract vatil 
the system rebels and ejects it by 
force. The same symptoms occur 
when something actually poisonous 
is eaten. That is why the greatest 
care ghould be taken that all food 
should be perfectly fresh 
wholesome—especially all fish, and 
shellfish most of all; for . the 
ptomaines of shellfish are exceed- 
me virulent. 

he pain that simple colic causes 
may be very severe, and it may be 
attended by vomiting, profuse 
sweating, and the partial collapse 
of the sufferer. Lf the pain does not 
ouickly abate, call a doctor; for 
the condition may in that case be 
serious. 

Colic of this sort »will usually 
yield to home treatment, and is 
iquickly relieved by the removal of 
the cause of offense. There are 
one or two signs that will help.the

My Experiences of 
Madoc’s Smallpox Scare

To the Editor of Tak Review. 


| The Principal of the Medel School 
sent my dayghter, Edith, home from 
i school because she had one pimple to 
the side of the left eye. My wife took 
her to Dr. Harper, who called in the 
| Medical Health Officer, Dr. Dafoe, who 
ordered a smallpox card placed on the 
door of my private residence. I strong- 
| ly objected to this on the ground that 


was she even sick. When the Board's 
agent came to my house to fix the 
ecard, my wife. objected, showed the 
child, and the agent, satisfied that the 
child was not sick, withdrew. The 
next-day a second emissary came to 
my house and nailed a sunalinds card 
on the door, although T continued 
strongly to pretest against the injus 
tice. I consulted a physician by phone 
describing the conditions, to which he 
replied, ** had not smallpox.” I then 
had the child carefully examined by a 
doctor, who. gave me the following 
certificate : ; 

Madoc, Nov. 5th, 1914. 


This certifies that there is no indica- 
tion of amallpox about Edith Vince,or 
any indication of her having had it.re- 
cently. She was vaccinated 17 days 
ago successfully. 

To strengthen my belief that my 
daughter had not now, nor recently, 
any traces of smallpox, I phoned to 
Tweed for a doctor, but he de. 
come. I then by phone an 

irequested Dr. Dafoe, Mea Giloer, 

to go tomy honse,examine my daugh- 
ter and release us from quarantine. 
This he did not do. I then. called in 
another medical practitioner, who ex- 
amined my daughter, Edith, and he 
also pronounced her well, with no 
‘signs of smallpox. Feeling keenly the 
injustice done my family, and smart- 
ing from the loss of business, [ con- 
suited a solicitor, A. A. McDonald, of 
Marmora, who wrote a letter to Dr. 
Dafoe demanding that the quarantine 
should be raised at once or he would 
institute legal. proceedings. Within 
a few minutes of the receipt of this 
communication, Dr. Dafoe came to 
my house and actually wanted to dis- 
infect it, and then the card would be 
removed, Mra. Vince onjected to the 
house being disinfected, when the doc- 
tor said the card would remain until 
this was done, but later in the day the 
eard was removed. The action of the 
Board of Health in removing the card 
under compulsion is, to my mind, con- 
elusive evidence that the Board of 
Health knew that a mistake had been 
made in the first place in placing it 
there. and, although I felt that rank 
injustice was being done me in remov- 
ing me from the protection of my fam- 
ily and making no provision for their 
wants, yet I observed the regulations 
thus unjustly laid on me. 

I came a stranger to this town todo 
business with you harmoniously, to 
live up to your highest ideals, and 
trust that the town will not be worse 
through my citizenship, but I am too 
much of a Britisher to tamely submit 
to what I believe to be an injustice.

Few persons realize to what ex- | 
tent electricity is used in time of | 
war. As a matter of fact, it has) 
changed the whole face of war. Phe | 
,most important of its uses is in) 
‘sending messages. To the. naval 
‘commander, the news of the move- 
menta of hostile vessels that come 
to him by wireless telegraphy may 
be all-important in preventing 
raids or sudden attacks. To the 
land commander, the Ability to 
communicate either by telegraph or 
telephone with brother officers, in 
various parts of the extended lines 
of modern battles, may enable him 
to keep whole bodies of men. from 
being annihilated. In speed, cer- 
tainty, and efficiency, no method of 
signaling can approach the various 
electrical machines that are now 
indispensable parts of every mod- 
ern military and naval equipment. 
Moreover, the electric searchlight 
is an implement of equal value on 
ship and shore, Again, electricity 
performs in faval vessels almost 
unnumbered services. It lights the 
ships, it trains the guns, it con- 
trols the fire and the movement of 
the ammunition hoists. Further- 
more, it propele the submarines, 
and explodes most submarine and

EACH GERMAN SOLDIER CAR-

Nospitals Crowded and Red Cross 
Trains Run Daily From 
the Front. 


The methods of handling the 
wounded in the German army are 
described by a correspondent of the 
Chicago News who is with the right 
wing of the Germany army in 
France. He eays: 

Every soldier in the German army 
has sewn under a corner of his 
coat a strip of rubber cloth. Under 
this strip is a piece of antiseptic 
gaizé, a strip of bandage, and plas- 
Aer and cloth for the outer band- 

lage. This cloth bears in simple pic- 
itures directions for dressing every 
lsort of wound. 

| When a sojdier is wounded either 
| he or some comrade rips open this 
| package and applies at once the 
| life-saving dressing, which will last 
lat any rate until the soldier is 
brought to a station, where the first 
scientific attention is given. 

Through this simple and inexpen- 
sive device many German soldier: 
who have beey slightly wounded in 
battle have réturned to their com- 
rades within a few days completely 
well, and have taken their places 

|in the ranks once more. 


Sanitary Corps Gather Wounded. 
The ordinary procedure of caring 


for the wounded in the German 
army is for the sanitary conps, 


which is well provided with stretch- ; 


ers and bandages, to gather up the 
wounded on or near the firing lines 
and bring them to a ering 
point a little way behind the lines. 

Here the army. surgeons are 
ready to begin work at once upon 
the most urgent cases. They are 
assisted by members of the corps 
who remove the temporary band- 
ages and put on dressings which 


will last until the soldier reaches a |: 


hospital. Then from this gather 
ing paint the wounded soldiers are 
put on stretchers in Red Cross 
wagons and carried to the field hos- 
pitals a few miles farther hack, 
where doctors and nurses ate at 
work. 

These hospitals are usually estab- 
lished in village churches or town 
halle. One room is cleared and ar- 
ranged for an operating room, 
where bullets and pieces of shell 
are removed and amputations are 
made if necessary. 


7 * 
Village Church as Hospital. 


I visited such a field hospital. It 
was a little whitewashed village 
church heated by a stove. Every- 
where were white beds made of 
straw and covered with sheets. 
Perhaps twenty wounded were here 
including two ¢aptured Irishmen. 
They lay quite still when the army 
doctor ushered us in, for they were 
too seriously wounded to pay much 
|attention to anything. 

Near this hospital was another in 
a town hall. 

While we were there a consulting 
isurgeon arrived to investigate the 
condition of a seriously wounded 
lieutenant, whose leg might need 
amputation. Two orderles put the 
patient on a stretcher, and he was 
taken into the next room for ex- 
amination. Later in the day the 
amputation was performed. 

From these little field hospitals, 
jas soon as the men can be moved, 
they are taken to some general hos- 
'pital in the nearest large city, 
where several thousands can be 
'eared for. Such a hospital exists 
lin this neighborhood in the build- 
ing of a normal college where every 
corner is used in housing wounded 
men. 


Heartrending Pictures. 


I made a quick trip through this 
building, and the memory of it is of 
the most hearttending pictures I 
have of the war. Room after room 

; was filled with the victims of the 
| conflict. Every man was seriously 
wounded. Some had suffered am- 
| putations and the heads of others 
| were so bandaged that no features 
leould be seen, only a tube to the 
| nose. permitting breathing. 

| In one room a surgeon had a sol- 
dier on the operating table and Was 
‘pulling pieees of shell from a huge 
hole in the inner side of one of his 
‘legs. On a stretcher on the floor, 
waiting for his turn to come under 
the surgeon’s care, was an officer. 
His face was covered with blood, 
he was waving his arms wildly and

Trains Seen Deily. 


Such trains can be seen daily 
along any main line of railroad. In 
some cases freight cars with straw 
bedding are used. 

Near the large hospital I visited 
was a graveyard where there were 
scores of neatly marked fresh 
graves, each bearing a cross or tab-| 
let with the name of the soldier and 
his: regiment, division, and corps 
marked on it. 

The identity of each soldier is 
easily determined from the name 

te which he wears in a little 
eather purse 
around the neck. After a battle 
these plates are gathered from the 
dead and from these the death lists 
are made out. 

After a battle where the deaths 
mount into the thousands some field 
will be shut off for a cemetery, and 
there the bodies are buried, each 
grave receiving some kind of 4 
cross wherever it is possible, but 
here no names can be attached. 
There will be many homes in which 
there will not even be known where 
the absent ones are buried,

The English in which it is ex- 
pressed is highly unique and gro- 
tesque, indicating that it was not 
the product of the combined efforts 
of those whose names are subscribed 
to it, but, rather, the composition 
of some crack-brained’ enthusiast 
who has succeeded in securing the 
signatures probably by false repre- 
sentations of what. it contained.

Dairy Butter Must 


Now Be Branded 


The Dairy Industry Act, 1014, which 
came into force on Sept. Ist. contains 
new clauses, and the underlying prin- 
ciple of the law is protection to the 
consumer, the honest manufacturer 
and the honest trader. The-whole ob- 
ject is to prevent misrepresentati on, 

A subsection of the new act deals 
with the weight of butter in prints or 
blocks ;

Convulsions are spasmodic mus- 
cular contractions of the body, 
quite beyond the control of the per- 
son who suffers from them. When 
they occur in adults, especially if 
they occur habitually, they are gen- 
erally caused by epilepsy, although 
Many diseases may have convul- 
sions among their symptoms. The 
very commonest form of convulsion, 
however, occurs in babies and very 


young children. These convulsions

; life, and disappear af- 
ter the ohild is fite or six vears old 
unless they are owing to epilepsy. 
In that ‘case, they will probably 
continue ag long as life lasts, and 
grow worse year by year. 
Epileptic convulsions, however, 
usually appear later in life; and al- 
most all the attacks that occur an 
babyhood are the result of rickets, 
which is, in turn, gaused by impro- 
per feeding or by some local irrita- 
tion 
Convulsions always indicate an 
unstable condition of the nervo.1s 
system. We do not look for stabil- 
ity of the nérvous system in abies, 
and we most certainly cannot ex- 
pect to find it in babies who have 
t rickets..

HOW TO AVOID CONSUMPTION, | 


Precautions Issued By Ontario Pro- | 
vincial Board of Health. 


1. The special measures required | 
for producing conditions destructive | 
to the virulence of tubercle bacilli! 
which may have found lodgment in| 
‘a house are, fortunately, those best | 
calculated to preserve.and improve 
the health of the mmates. 

2. These are air, light, sunshine, 
‘and dryness, which, while they aid 
in rendermeg individuals able to re- 
sist the establishment of the germ 
of the disease, at the same time are 
most destructive to its vitality. 

3. Ventilation by means of fresh 
air is most important for the pre- 
|servation of the health of children, | 
jas well as adults, fresh dir prevent- 
ling the development and spread of 
consumption, Ventilation is essen- | 
tial in factories, workshops, offices | 
hand houses; particularly when the/ 
‘air of such places is associated with 
jgaseous fumes and fine dust. 
| 4. The breath from the lungs con- | 
itains foul organic matter, which be- |

leomes poisonous if rebreathed. 
Hence the air of living and sleep- 
ing rooms, workshops, schools, | 
churches and public vehicles should | 
be quickly changed, otherwise per- |
